Asiatic latitudes, securing to the 
silk production in these regiona 


‘a; natural preponderance over 


other.centres, East Asiatic raw 
silk, with about three-quarters of ° 
the world’s total production, pre- 
‘dominates in the markets of the 
world, whereas the production of 
Europe amounts to-day to. not 
more.than about 10 per cent. of 
the world’s total production. But 
to produce even this quantity it.is 
necessary to import large quan- 
tities of cocoons from the East 
Asiatic regions,. The output of 
western and central Asia which 
were formerly . famous ‘centreu 
(Persia). of silk production, has 
fallen to insignificant proportions, 

The considerable increase in 
the world’s total production of 
raw silk in the post-war period (in 
1925 by 41 per cent.) as against 
1913,.is solely due to the extra- 
ordinary progress made by Japan . 
in the growing of silk. Japan's 
production rose from 1913 to 1925 
by not less than 118 per cent., 
whereas the production of Asia, 
the second largest raw silk coun- 
try, remained practically ‘station- 
ary, 

Since the increased quantities 
of raw silk produced have been 
taken by the market without dif- 
fieulty, the prospects of opening 
up prolific sources of income by 
starting silk cultures, have lost 
nothing of their former attrac- 
tiveness. In the connection it 
seems particularly remarkable to 
notice the attention paid, by the 
authorities, too, in Italy, France 
and Yugo-Slavia, to increased 
raw silk production. ° 

It is true that the Mediter- 
ranean countries are, from a clim- 
atic point of view, very favour.., 
ably situated as to the culture of - 
silk, and, given “syatematic care, 
it will be found possible ito in- 
of cocoons. But’ 
it seems hardly likely: that the 
itself will he 
capable of. further development 
beyond its present level, because 
the lack of cheap labour seems to 
be in the way of further expan- 
sion, On the other hand a fur- 
ther rise in the Japanese yield is 
to be expected. For - Japan 
which, owing to the scarcity of 
mineral wealth, has quite general- 
ly to rely on large imports, the 
raw silk exports represent an ex- ° 
tremely important asset in its 
trade balance’ (1918 = 80 per 
cent., 1924 — 38 per cent. of the 
total exports), 

China’s Industry. 

China’s silk industry is still be- 
ing carried on to-day mainly by 
primitive methods.as an auxiliary 
calling, and it is suffering from 
complete disorganisation. -Conse- 
cuently production has hardly 
risen there in the course of the 
last 80 years. It remains ‘to be 
seen, whether the American capi- 
tal invested of late in China for 
the promotion of silk culture will 
lead to a substantial change of, 
this situation. 

Nearly the whole increase in 
raw silk production has been ab- 
sorbed: by the United States 
which, raising. their consumption 
by ‘more than 140 per cent. as 
against 1913,, accuunted in 1926 
for almost two-thirds . of eae:

Manchester, Feb. 29. 

“All change here!” The cry 
echoes along the platform, and, the 
passengers: gloomily face up to the 
evil necessity of collecting their 
various belongings and leaving’ the 
corner ‘seats ‘they. lad’ fortunately 
secured when the journey com- 
menced. Who can tell. whether 
they will "Be equally lucky in the 
train which they. must’ take to 
reach their destination? “ Why 
cannot the railway. company fix

Goal of Restored Prosperity. 

The President of the Manchester 
Chamber of Commerce had no such 
comforting reflections to sustain 
him when, in his annual address 
he exhorted the various sections 
of the cotton trade to leave the in- 
secure comfort of coaches which 
‘are obviously not attached to any 
locomotive’ with _ power for pro- 
gress, and'to seek new vehicles, 
new f{deas, and new methods to 
carry them forward towards the 
goal of restored ‘prosperity. He 
himself must trave) with the rest 
of the passengers wherever their 
destiny leads them, and he must 
be prepared for: criticism if he is 
wrong, and must expect no reward 
if he is right.

The Fundamentals of a” Good 
Set: Modern Standards. |” 

Without ropeating the ‘old argue 
ments which ‘earn for radio, the 
title of “the ideal gift,” it may be 


{stated that as the fundamentals of 


good: selection do. not change from 
year to year, the improvements with 


each new season always bring with. 


them now factors ‘to consider when 
purchasing. Indeed, the constant 
improvement of the radio receiver 
leads some to await new develop- |. 
ments, expecting some sort of radio 
millennium. 

‘Improvement: will always con- 
tinue In the radio art, and he who 
awaits perfection ‘will neither pur- 
chase nor enjoy radio.‘ Were the 
same policy followed with ‘respect 
to the purchase of motor cars, 
some forty million people would 
still be walking because the ultim- 
ate automobile, after a quarter,'of 
a century deyoted to development 
in this field, is not yet here. 

“The radio receiver of to-day is a 
product which, both from the 
musical and technical standpoint, 


ig capable of many years of ser- 
vice. It will not be greatly’ out- 
classed in the musical quality of 
its output for a long time. In sen- 
sitiveness,. selectivity, fidelity * of 
reproduction, simplicity of control; 
and convenience of maintenance, it 
has reached high standards. In 
appenranee, efficiency, compactness, 
simplicity of installation, and au- 
tomatic operation, considerable 


progress may still be looked for-' 
ward to, but none of these factors 


\menn great changes in the funda- 


mental output of the radio receiv- 
er, that is, , reproduced musical 
programmes. We have passed 
through the period of rovolution 
and have come to the era of re- 
finement in this radio world .of 
‘ours. There is no longer any ex- 


‘euse for delay in purchasing a 


high-grade manufactured, receiver. 

Maintenance convenience is the 
keynote of 1927’s advances, « The 
Jast word in installation instruc- 
tions now is: “Plug-the cord in the 
light socket, turn the set switch, 
. This is indeed ‘con- 
trast to the requirements of former 
years. ' 

‘There were antennae to install, 
batteries to connect with multi- 
coloured cables, chargers to wire, 
power amplifiers to plug in, and 
loud’ speakers to attach. Between 
these two extremes, there are sev- 
eral stages of convenience each of 
which is still represented in this 
year’s products.

Modern Standards of Fidellty. 
If ‘there {a one quality in radio 
recelving sets which has been ap- 
preciated .by manufacturers, it is 
the ability to’ produce good tone. 
To. the non-technical . reader,, this 
requirement may seem difficult to 
appraise. But a simple tést re- 
veanls o great deal about. the tonal 
capacity of a receiver, - . Ask the 
dealer to tune-in a strong, near-by 
signal and bring it to full volume. 
‘Although ‘the music is uncomfort- 
ably loud, using’.the output tubes 
mentioned, it should not, even 
with vory strong signals, be 
scratchy, ‘stringy, or drummy. 
Music should be simply loud with 
tonal quality unaffected. ; 
The'second test is to listen criti- 
cally with the set at moderate 
volume for the instruments. produc+ 
ing ‘pw. tones, like the ‘cello, 
drums, or the organ. If these ap- 
pear to bein their proper propor- 
tion, without being overshadowed 
by the treble, the receiver is cap- 
able of handling low tones. 
There is much danger of select- 
ing a set which: exaggerates the 
low tones, a .characterlatic easily 
demonstrated in speech, . A low, 
throaty, ringing effect, which 
makes ‘words dificult to under- 
stand, is an ‘indication of over am- 
plification of low notes, A receiv- 
er emitting low -notes, usually 
gives harsh, unsympathetic, but 
clear’ speech. -Speech over the 
telephone is quite eagily ‘“under- 
stood, but the rich, 
quality of a good voice is lost be- 
cause of absence of low tones in 
telephone transmission, 


LONG RANGE RECEPTION. 
In spite of the dificulties en- 
countered, long range wireless’ re- 
ception is a very fascinating hobby, 
particularly to those who are far 
from their own country, and there 
is Httle doubt thet the new system 
of high frequency amplification -re- 
cently introduced by the advent of 
the Marconi Shielded Valve will 
cause revolutionary - changes in 
long distance receivers, for it ‘is
